The 
advantages that we would derive from 
such a school would be immense. It 
would bring a large number-.of cultivated 
people here—it would pour about $50,000 
of outside money into the city every 
year, and would give the city character 
and reputation. By all means we must 
hear from our people on ths subject of 
the normal school! oi 


The Health of Atlanta. 

The question of sanitation is of such 
vast importance to the health and well- 
being of the people of Atlanta, as well as 
to the material growth and prosperity of 
the city, that we make no excuse for 
vrinting elsewhere the report of the At- 
lanta board of health. We have no 
doubt that the municipal authorities, 
before whom the document has been 
formally laid, will move {promptly and 
energetically in the direction of carrying 
out the various recommendations of the 
hoard, but we deem it due to prudence to 
bring the report to the attention of the 
people. It must be apparent that no 
suggestion on the part of fhe city board 
of health and no effort on the part of the 
municipal authorities can be effective 
until the people themselves are educated 
up to a proper appreciation of the results 
of thorough sanitation. In other words, 
sanitation without the co-operation of 
the individual must fall far short of ac- 
complishing what itis designed to acecom- 
plish; and it seems impossible to secure 
the co-operation of the individuals of a 
community without first arousing in them 
a lively apprehension of the results 
that must inevitably follow a dis- 
regard of the laws of sanitation. 
In exceptional cases, the municipal 
authority can interfere and compel indi- 
viduals to take care of their own health 
and the health of their neighbors; but 
municipal activity and vigilance must 
exert themselves in vainif the citizens 
themselves remain oblivious to or neg- 
lectful of the essential requirements of 
sanitation. As was demonstrated by the 
action of the recent legislature, sanitary 
science must level mountains of ignorance 
and cross oceans of prejudice, and even 
when this is accomplished—when its 
teachings come to be enforced by the 
law—everything depends upon the 
hearty co-operation of individuals. For 
thisreason sanitarians are now making an 
effort to educate the people to a just and 
proper appreciation of the essential laws 
of health; and, it is for this purpose we 
deem it prudent and timely to print the 
annual report of the city board of health. 

The matter is a vital one in more re- 
spects than one. It is vital not only to} 
the physical health of oyr people, but to 
the commercial health of Atlanta. The 
traffic of the west, the south and the 
south Atlantic seabeard has selected as 
its distributing point and made it the 
commercial gateway to many markets 
the one city that has heretofore been, 
and promises with ordinary care to 
continue to be, free from the epi- 
demics that have visited the other large 
cities of the south and southwest. Noth- 
ing conspires to give Atlanta her impor- 
tance asa commercial point more than 
the salubrity of her climate. This is one 
of the elemental conditions of her won- 
derful prosperity. Fortunately, it is 
within the power of her citizens and her 
authorities to retain and perpetuate this 
condition by a strict observance of the 
laws of individual and municipal health. 

The statistics briefly presented by the 
board are full of significance, showing, 
first, that the health of the city will com- 
pare favorably with that of any other 
municipality in the country, and, sec- 
ondly, that the death-rate of the class 
whieh is notoriously. neglectful of all 
sanitary precautions is nearly double the 
ordinary rate of mortality. However, 
we merely desired to call the attention of 
our citizens to the recommendations 
made by the board, to beg their hearty 
co-operation in all measures looking to 
the sanitary welfare of the city, and to 
suggest that individual co-operation is 
the most desirable as well as the most 
effective.
